The Treasury will auction two series of Treasury bills totaling
approxi mately $15,000 mllion to refund $14,220 mllion of publicly held
securities maturing July 15, 1999, and to rai se about $780 mllion of new cash.

In addition to the public holdings, Federal Reserve Banks for their own
accounts hold $7,642 mllion of the maturing bills, which may be refunded at
t he highest discount rate of accepted conpetitive tenders. Anmounts issued to
t hese accounts will be in addition to the offering anount.

The maturing bills held by the public include $2,172 mllion held by
Federal Reserve Banks as agents for foreign and international nonetary authori -
ties, which may be refunded within the offering amount at the highest discount
rate of accepted conpetitive tenders. Additional amounts may be issued for

such accounts if the aggregate ampbunt of new bi ds exceeds the aggregate anount
of maturing bills.

TreasuryDirect custoners requested that we reinvest their naturing
hol di ngs of approximately $969 million into the 13-week bill and $896 mllion
into the 26-week bill.

Tenders for the bills will be received at Federal Reserve Banks and
Branches and at the Bureau of the Public Debt, Washington, D.C. This offering
of Treasury securities is governed by the terms and conditions set forth in
the Uniform O fering Grcular for the Sale and |Issue of Marketabl e Book-Entry
Treasury Bills, Notes, and Bonds (31 CFR Part 356, as anended).
